John F. Lee, one of the authors of the 
proposed new city charter, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday. that the 
‘Board of Freeholders, beyond printing 
and distributing among voters 50,000 
copies of the document, will not make 
any campaign for its adoption. He said 
the Freeholders felt they had discharged 
their duty to the public when they 
completed and published the charter. 

A bill pending in the Municipal As- 
sembly provides for a special charter 
Glectton Jan. 31. If the bill is passed the 
charter. will, on that date, be submitted 
to the voters for approval or disap- 
proval. -A majority vote will carry it, 
and it will go into effect within 60 days. 

Secretary McPheeters of the Board of 
Freeholders said that Chairman F. W. 
Lehmann expected, during his holiday 
visit to St. Louis, to make a keynote 
speech on the charter, analysing its dif- 
ferent provisions.

‘The proposed new charter contajns 34 
articles. When printed it will make a 
-pamphiet of mowe than 200 pages. It 
will deéal with every department of the 
city government. While the freehuld- 
ers attempted to write the charter in 
simple, direct language, much of it is 
necessarily legal and technical, and not 
easily understood by the average cit- 
izen, who gives comparatively little 
time to the study of municipal govern- 
ment.

in which he praised the Crichlows for 
their, kindnéss to him. 

Mrs. Critchlow is the wife of L. D. 
Critchlow, who is employed on the Ad- 
vance Advocate, organ of the Interna- 
tional Association of Maintenance of 
Way Employes, puplished at 3900 Olive 
street. A year ago he and his wife 
became acquainted with Graham 
through his brother, Louis O. Gra 
who is employed with Critchlow. The 
Critchlows then lived at 325 Ripa ave- 
nue. Graham was in hard luck and 
they befriended him, giving him a home 
and allowing him to make only nomi- 
nal payment. 

Glass of Beer Costs $15. 

Friday Mrs. Critchlow was at her 
bath when he knocked on the door and 
said he was going for a glass of beer. 
When she left the bath she found that 
he had taken $15 from her purse in the 
kitchen ceppoard. She notified the po- 
liee. 
ar nen ne~ranty-thes Goor- ball Monday | 
morning she thought it,-was the. post- 
man. Clad tn a kimona, she answered 
the bell, but when she saw Graham 
standing there she tried to close the 
door, bruising her hand. Graham 
forced his way in and seized her by 
the wrist. 

“Why have 
asked. 

“So that you can have me arrested 
and sent t6 the penitentiary, where I 
belong,”” he answered. 

She told him she did not want to 
have him arrested and begged him to 
Zo away.

“There has been much said about 
civil] service. If I have read correctly, 
the Mayor, under the new chater, ap- 
points many heads of departments, has 
absolute power to remove them at his 
pleasure, without reference to the Coun- 
cil, and, moreover, has the right to 
name the Civil Service Commissioners 
without the Council’s approval. 

“In other words, the Mayor of 8t. 
Louis becomes the absolute power in 
the city hall. 

“If citizens will remember how some 
mayors of this city have used their 
office and authority in exacting promises 
from appointees anda in offering ap- 
rointments in return for pledges then 
they will see at once how this arrange- 
might prove disastrous to the city. 

“As I have said, a large number of 
proposed changes can be made by legis- 
lation. So far as appointments that are 
otbe made under the present charter are 
concerned, there is right now ab- 
solutely nothing to prevent the Mayor 
from doing anything and everything the 
new charter is supposed to bring about— 
namely, the selection of a Board of 
Public Improvements and. directing its 
members to appoint their subordinates 
and discharge them whenever they do 
not work in the interest of the city, and’ 
also that he will not interfere with the 
employing or dismissing of any sub- 
ordinate. If the board members do not 
conduct their departments properly the 
Mayor may: discharge them, too.” , 

Reber Favors It. 

Maxime Reber, president of the Board 
of Public Improvements, said: 

“I think it is an admirable document.

In the last 48 hours it has risen six- 
tenths of an inch and if it risés seven-

When the river stage is at zero it 
doesn’t mean that there is no water in 
it. The gero is an arbitrary marking on 
the gauge which shows the low water 


mark reached in September, 1863. At 
that time nobody thought it could ever 
go lower, but it has broken the record 
twice since then. At the present below- 
zero stage there is still-about six feet 
of water in the channel.

Wixford once cleared it in one 
jump—but as he was not a registered 
athlete the record did not stand. . 

News Travels Slowly. 

News of the shrinkage of the Missis- 
sippi is just filtering into St. Louis. 
Like a prophet the Father of Waters is 
not without honor save in hig own 
country. 

Only tourists visit the river-front in 
the winter time. Even the old guard 
of admirals, commodores, pilots and 
reminiscers don’t go near the water at 
this season. Théy remain miles away 
at Harbor 28.in the Houser Building. 
There in bated whispers they speak of 
the river as of something that has 
passed away. 

Col. Hunter Ben Jenkins sorrowfully 
shakes his head and says he doesn’t 
know what things are coming to. This 
is the lowest water he has seen since 
jg ecember of 1868, when the river 
dropped 8 feet below zero of the gauge. 

Still Below Zero, 

Yesterday the stage was .7 of a k t 
below zero. 

This means that there Is about six 
feet of water in the channel, just enough 
to show one fathom on the sounding 
line and just half enough to register 
“mark twain.’’ If Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens were starting out in life as a

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Thirteen- Year-Old Louise Pew 
Watches Struggle; 15-Year- 
Old Brother Gave Alarm. 


Five intended burgiaries in homes on 

Maple and Vernon avenues, near Acad- 
emy avenue, were prevented when 15- 
year-old. Maxwell Pew brought about 
the capture of the burglar, August 
Schreiber, in the Pew home, 6162 Cab- 
anne avenue, at 8:30 a. m. Sunday. 
Schreiber is a prisoner in the city hos- 
pital, much the worse for a drubbing by 
policemen. 
. In the burglar’s pockets, after police- 
men had subdued him’ in a desperate 
fight in 13-year-old Louisa Pew's bed- 
room, was found a list designating 
houses which, it is believed, Sahreiber 
intended to rob. They were not named 
by number, but by distance from cer 
tain corners and by the sides of the 
street. Examinations showed that the 
dwellings referred to were those of: 

A. BE. Brooker, bank cashier, 36 Ma- 
ple avenue; Julius Moulton, civil engi- 
neer, 6176 Maple avenue. 

Houses Were Marked. 

Cc. W, Todebush, manufacturer, 6245 
Maple avenue; Edward Obermeyer, 
clerk, 58029 Vernon avenue; William 
Stephens, 5065 Maple avenue. 

Chalk marks on the front and rear of 
the houses, on the bricks near the front 
and rear doors, confirmed the belief 
that they had been selected as easy 
places to enter and probable sources of 
plentiful loot. A mark on the Pew 
house was in the shape of the letter V, 
while some of the other marks were 
more in the form of an X. 

Ralph R. Pew, head of the family 
which caught the burglar, is secretary 


to George W. Brown, president of the]: 


Brown Shoe Co. Maxwell Pew and his 
sister slept in second-floor rooms, sep- 
arated by the hall. 

Maxwell was awakened by the flashing 
of the burglar’s hand electric light in. 
his room, and awoke just in time to 
get a glimpse of the man before he 
passed into the hall. He could see lit- 
tle of the robber, as the man’s face was 
mostly covered by his slouch hat and 
by a handkerchief which he used as a 
mask. 

Subdued After a Fight. 

Creeping from his bed, Maxwell saw 
the burglar enter his sister’s room. He 
turned on the electric lights, called 
for his parents, and then, thinking 
only of the danger to his sister, he 
threw himself against the door, through 
which the robber had just passed. 

The burglar held the door fast, and 
the boy’s father, running armed into 
the hall, saw through the transom the 
robber’s lamp flashing as he sought a 
way of escape. Mrs. Pew telephoned to 
Police Headquarters, and her message 
was immediately transmitted te — the 
Page boulevard station. A few minutes 
later an automobile patrol wagon 
stopped in front of the house, and two 
station attaches ran to the rear to cut 
off escape in that direction. Lieut. 
Tiefney and Patrolman Hornecker went 
upstairs, and tHrew themesives against 
the door of the girl’s room. 

Schreiber was on the other side of 
the door, with a revolver in his uplift- 
ed hand. This hand was knocked back 
}as Tierney pushed the door open, and 
was seized before he could fire The 
man struggied with the two policemen, 
and it took repeated blows on his head 
from their revolvers to subdue him. 

Girl Watches Struggle. . 

While this struggie was going on, 

the girl, crouched under the bed 


slept longer than the rest of the fam- 
lly, but had awakened just before the 
policemen eame, and had kept still un- 
til the fight began. Then her nerves 
gave way. 

“I was drunk,” Schreiber told a Post, 
Dispatch reporter at the hospital Mon- 
day. ‘The last I remember was in a 
saloon at King’s highway and Delmar 


‘shortly before midnight. The names tn 


my pocket were those of houses where 
I thought I could get work, as I had 
geen other men doing chores there, or 
women scrubbing-the steps. 

“YT got here from Chicago Thursday, 
and I had a friend named Bill with 
me, but we hadn’t planned any rob- 
beries. I never was arrested before, ex- 
cept for drunkenness.” 

He could not explain the chalk marks.

Last January Hicks was making 
enough money by working in a clay 
pit to provide comfortably for his fam- 
fiy. Then came an accident. 

One day he slipped and fell into a pit. 
Several ribs were fractured and his 
back was wrenched. Many weeks passed 
before he was able to leave his bed. 
When he was able to get about it was 
only with great pain. Asthma and ma- 
laria had developed. Henry, Hick’s 16- 
year-old son, undertook his father’s bur- 
den. By working from early morning 
to nightfall in a quarry he was able to 
make $4.50 a week. 

Money Went for Medicine. 

The whole-souled boy struggled on. 
Papa Hicks became well enough to do 
@ little work and lightened the load on 
his son’s shoulders. Two months ago, 
the dampness from a nearby quarry 
caused Mrs. Hicks and her children, 
Effie, 9 ‘years old, Lulu and Louis, 7 
years, and Johnnie, 18 months, to be- 
come sick at once. All the money made 
had to be spent for apetnine and a doo- 
tor. 

The food gave out. The family had 
to fast until] money could be borrowed 
to buy more. The house, built on a hill, 
has no protection’ from the winter 
winds. Several windows have been ac- 
cidentally broken. The family cou'd not 
efford to have them fixed. Poards and 
Pieces of Seg are used to keep out 
_ the cold. 

Finally the weather got so severe 





that one room Was dispensed with. It

humiliation, kept them home from 
school. 

They had been attending the Sunday 
school at the Manuel M. E. Church 
on McCausland avenue, and after sev- 
eral Sundays had passed and they were 
absent, inquiries were made. 

Their destitution was then learned. 
The sewing society of the church made 
clothes for the children, but these have 
worn out. And as there are more des- 
titute families the society makes clothes 
for, the Hickses will have to wait.

Now Christmas is only seven days 
away. Will Santa Claus in his trip 
around the World Christmas eve, think 
of the eight little Hicks children and 
remember to fill their stockings that 
they will be happy on Christmag day?

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/ ‘THE NEW CHARTER. 

The new charter has so many points of im- 
provement over the old that the first glance 
at a summary of ite provisions inclines one to 
accept it. The simpler form of municipal gov- 
ernment which it establishes, is very attractive 
to St. Loulsans who have struggled with a cum- 
bersome and costly government modeled on the 
nationa] and state plan in which political safe- 
guards are placed above economical working ef- 
ficiency. 

The single legislative chamber with mem- 
bers elected by a vote of the entire.city con- 
tains a promise of beneficial results in legisla- 
tion and reforms in politics. — 

Two excellent points are found in the reduc- 
tion of officers and @ still greater reduction of 
elective officers. The resultant shorter ballot 
will be a boon to the voter and a benefit to the 
city. The provisions relating to the regulation of 
public utilities seem a most desirable advance 
in the control of public service. 

The most notable innovation is the great in- 
crease in power and emolument given to the 
Mayor. The trend of municipal government is 
toward the concentrating of power and respon- 
sibility upon executive officers. Although no re- 
call is provided the legislative assembly may 
dismiss the Mayor for cause by a two-thirds 
vote. There is no initiative provision, but an 
effecti¥e referendum for franchises. 

It should be borne in mind that while the gov- 
ernmental powers of the Mayor and his appoint- 
ees are enlarged by the new charter their parti- 
san political powers are curtailed. The provision 
for a civil service cuts off the powers and privi- 
leges of the municipal administration, which have 
been subject to the greatest abuses for partisan 
purposes. : 

It is a matter of regret that the charter does 

not go into effect with a new election of all of- 
ficers, but that should not of itself lead voters 
to oppose it. If the charter shall prove on ex- 
famination to offer undoubted benefits over the 
present charter—ii its safeguards are sufficient 
to afford protection against intolerable wrong, no 
consideration of temporary and incidental cir- 
cumstances should be permitted to defeat it. 
Let us have a thorough impartial, reasonable 
examination of the instrument with an eye single 
to the interest of the city. Every voter should 
eliminate prejudice and partisan views from his 
mind. 
The people should concentrate on the question 
—is it a good charter, does it promise the re- 
forms and the opportunities we have s0 long 
desired and sought for St. Louis?

Perhaps he 
wasn’t, but it has taken him a long timé to dis- 
cover what everybody else knew. . 
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OUR REAL WAR OBLEM. 
That “unpreparedness” for war, which disturbs 
the visions of Secretary Dickinson and sends Rep- 
resentative Hobson into spasms, does not lie in 
lack of an enormous standing army to be main- 
tained at public expense. It lies in incompetency 
of military and naval administration. 
To provide profits for the Dupont Powder Trust, 
Republican administrations have neglected to 
build Government powder factories, and continued 
to pay three times the proper price for powder, 
besides limiting the reserve of explosives and 
leaving us at the mercy of the trust a case of 
emergency.

- Greatest American Horse, 
VER in England there died recent- 
& ly a famous sire, Melton, a Derby 
winner and daddy of a long line 
of great racers. In nearly all of the 
accounts of his career an important fact 
was overlooked, one that made the fame 
of the old stallion imternational, instead 
of merely British. 

For Melton begot a horse that many 
think was the greatest in the history 
of the American turf, Colin, Domino, 
Commando, Salvator, Tenny, Longfel- 
low, Luke Blackburn and all the nota- 
bles included—Sysonby. This gen of the 
son of Paradox was bred in England, 
but was born and raised in America. He 
raced here exclusively and his unfortu- 
nate death as a 4-year-old terminated a 
career of great promise as a sire. 

Sysonby was beaten once in his life- 
time. An accident cost him the Futuri- 
ty, when, as a youngster, he ran next 
to Artful and Tradition—two horses he 
subsequently held safe. His first start 
as a 8-year-old he ran a dead heat in 
the Metropolitan Handicap, old Race 
King showing a spark of belated great- 
ness in that event. In all the rest of 
his career not a horse ever made Syson- 
by extend himself, and this in a period 
of truly great 2-year-olds, and, later, 
of grand handicap performers. 

Colin’s record, perhaps the most won- 
derful on paper in the history of racing, 
does not outshine that of Sysonby, it 
having been made during an ebb in the 
tide of great racing blood among the 
horses in training. Colin easily walked 
over his fields, because of lack of seri- 
ous competition, as well as because of 
his own prowess. 

Because of his American breeding, one 
would like to hand the laurels as the 
greatest horse to race in the country to 
Colin; but the fact remains tifat the 
English-bred horse accomplished more.

Outside of class athletics there will be 
little or no activity ein athletics at 
Washington University for the rest of 
the school year, owing to the action 
taken by the advisory board of the 
myrtle and maroon institution several 
days ago, when it was decided to abol- 
ish basket ball and baseball.

It was at first decided at a meeting 
of the student body to sustain basket 
ball and each student pledged himself 
to buy two basket ball tickets, which 
would support the game. However, 
that would aid very little in getting the 
deficit of $1500 off of the athletic asso- 
Clation’s hands, so it was Gecided it 
would bé better to clear up the deficit 
than to continue any more sport. 

Track athletics are to be revived at 
the school, but from the past experi- 
ences of trying to build up track téams 
of any consequence little success has 
been attained. Last season there were 
only four athletes of prominence at 
Washington.
